Hiarry M. Ashe is at the present time 
head of a realty firm bearing his name, 
but for a number of years was en- 
gagred in the typewriter business in 
Atlanta. A number of times he has 
furnished court testimony involving 
similar cases. He is an authority that 
the two messages to Mre. Nelms were 
written on the same typewriter, but 
concluded that a different typist wrote 
the messages. 

Passes Through El Paso. 


Following this important discovery, 
it was learned Friday that Mrs. Elois 
Dennis passed through El Paso, Texas, 
on her way toSan Francisco ona ticket 
bought at New Orleans from the South- 
ern Pacific railroad, June 24. 

The New Orleans dispatch bringing 
this new clew in the mystery stated 
that transportation was purchased 
there June 26 by Mrs. Elois Dennis. 
This information was corroborated by 
the Southern officials there. 

They reported that the ticket on 
which Mrs. Dennis is believed to have 
ridden has been returned to them from 
El Paso, Texas, and on the back is 
the signature of “E. Dennis,”" which is 
believed to be.that of Mrs. Dennis. 

An investigation is under way to de- 
termine if Mrs. Dennis was alone, or 
if Beatrice was with her, or someone 
else, Customarily the Southern Pa- 
cific takes up at E!

Chicago, July 17.—An injunction re- 
straining the Chicago Butter and Ege 
board from publishing prices of butter, 
eggs and other products was issued to- 
day by Federal Judge Landis.

So long have we been accustomed to think 
of the far east as a welter of heathendom, 
ignorant and benighted, and of the Occident 
as the center of culture and intelligence, 
that few people have set up a comparison 
between these two countries.

In China, Yuan Shi Kai, a masterful 
administrator and ruthless compeller of or- 
der, dominates all things. There is a paper, 
but not a genuine, republic, for the simple 
reason that the Chinese people would not 
_ know what to do with a republic and its 
- @trange forms of government. In Mexico 
‘there are Huerta, Villa, Carranza, Zapata, 
Obregon, Luscurain, de la Barra and others, 
none of them approaching the force or re- 
source of the Chinese ruler, some of them 
murderous without being constructive, 
which Yuan is beyond a doubt. 

Now, contrast the people. The Chinese 
_ have inherited centuries of civilization. It 
E : 4s not the civilization of our type, but it 
‘nevertheless has its definite codes and con- 
‘ventions, its respect for law, its standards, 
‘and its peculiar educational ideals. The 
-. have little or no civilization. One- 
' tenth, or perhaps one-fifteenth, of them are 
highly cultured, elegant, abreast of the 
time The submerged nine-tenths or four- 


teen-fifteenths are illiterate, desperately | 


The difference begins now to appear. 
One people has cultivated through the 
decades the habit of disciplined civilization 
regardless of how far behind our model of 
civilization it is. The other people has not 
cultivated this habit, has cultivated its very 
antithesis of disorder, of government by re- 
bellion. Both nations have the graft plague, 
of course. But in Mexico it is in far more 
vicious and deép-bedded form than in China. 

To fit China and Mexico for twentieth 
century saciety will be a history-making, 
costly, perhaps bloody, job. President Wil- 
son knew this when he inaugurated. the pol- 
icy of “watchful waiting,” regarding which 
he has been so flippantly criticised. 


SENATOR ROOT. 


It is a refreshing commentary on the 
broadening tendency of our day that the 
press is bestowing non-partisan praise on 
Senator Elihu Root, of New York, who has 
announced his intention not to stand to suc- 
ceed himself. It also must be refreshing to 
Root himself to read these nice things 
about himself while he can read them, in- 
stead of having them reserved and poured 
over his unresponsive pall. 

They have been saying, both democratic 
and republican and bull moose papers, that 
if there were more men like Root the re- 
publican party would not now be in the 
agonies of dissolution. If there were more 
men like Root in the democratic party that 
party would be invincible, which it is not; 
ehough like him in the bull moose, would 
pre-figure the bull moose in the white house. 

The truth is, Root has the essential 
qualities that go to make success in any 
party. He would have stood out in any 
age, under any conditions. He is honest. 
He is fearless. These virtues help, espe- 
cially in public life. 

He has not been afraid to be non-parti- 
san in the senate and in the cabinet. There 
is that to his credit. And he has been so 
big that men did not criticise him for it, 
except those he had jaundiced by his fear- 
less attacks. 

It will be a good many years before New 
York will send a man of Root’s stature to 
the senate. He towers over those who pre- 
ceded him and those that will follow. No 
wonder the old state is disheveled over the 
task of choosing his successor. 


TWO PLAGUE SPOTS. 

As if to add emphasis to our heavy obli- 
gations. under the Monroe doctrine the 
United States is now faced with the possi- 
bility of intervention in Haiti and San Do- 
mingo. Marines are being mobilized at 
Guantanamo, Cuba, in readiness for the 
short sail to these two turbulent political 
plague spots of the West Indies. 

For all of the present generation, Haiti 
and San Domingo have been the two most 
incorrigible of the trouble-centers over 
which the United States was called upon to 
exercise supervision. The only thing that 
has prevented them from. constituting a’ 
really thorny problem is lack of girth and of 
wealth and of numbers. Despite these handi- 
caps, they have managed to keep matters at 
a tolerably constant boil in the West Indies 
and fleeting international complications have 
not been lacking, 

The chief point of danger with these 
little states, as well as the states in Central 
America on the so-called “Mosquito Coast” 
is that they do not seem to possess even 
the rudiments of self-government, or law 
and order. The job in Mexico is hard 
enough, though it is heartened by occa- 


sional demonstrations that the Mexicans 


may ultimately govern themselves. In the 
West Indies, and on the “Mosquito Coast,” 
there seems no restraint, save that of terror 
of the strong arm, and no lasting influence, 
save that of graft. 

One sometimes is almost tempted to 
think that equatorial influences make for 
instability, riot and irresponsibility. Cer- 
tainly it is along the equator that these 
disturbing agencies have concentrated, con- 
fronting the United States with its hardest 
task on this hemisphere.

If a New York-Chicago “flyer” leaves the 
track and plunges to destruction, carrying 
to death or personal injury its passengers 
and crews, our laws, both state and federal, 
provide that the victims—the injured and 
the dependents of the killed—-may recover 
their full damages out of the general as- 
sets of the railroad company. The railroad 
carrter is an insurer of the traveler's safety 
and this act is largely responsible for the 
economic argument in favor of railroad 
“safety first” campaigns. 

What would now be said of an act of 
congress providing that the liability of the 
company, if any, should be limited in amount 
to the value of the wrecketi train as it lay 
at the bottom of the embankment, plus the 
amount of the ticket money paid by its 
Passengers? 

Impossible as such a rule seems when 
applied to carriage by land, it states pre- 
cisely the effect of the ship owner's limited 
liability laws enacted by congress and con- 
gtantly applied by our admiralty courts. For 
the frightful loss of life and property in- 
volved in the wreck of the Titanic the 
liability of the owner, under our laws, is 
limited to $90,000. This sum represents the 
amount of the pending freight money for 
the fatal voyage. Under the English law, 
the owners of the Titanic are liable for 
nearly $3,000,000. 

Limited Damages. 

Victims of this disaster. sought to have 
our courts apply the English rule in deter- 
mining the amount of the owner's liability 
and secured a ruling to that effect by Judge 
Holt in the district court; but the supreme 
court of the United States, in an opinion 
handed down May 25, declares that whenever 
our courts are resorted to for a remedy in 
such cases, the limited Mability rules estab- 
lished by congress will be applied. There- 
fore, until congress acts by repealing of 
amending these rules, claimants in our courts 
can recover damages for ship accidents only 
to the extent of the value of the wreck and 
the pending freight. This is true even 
though as in the Titanic case the owner !s 
liable under the laws of the country whose 
flag the ship flies for a much greater 
amount. 

Briefly stated, our law provides that if 
the owner surrenders the wrecked vessel 
and pays into court the pending freight, he 
is relieved from all further liability. If the 
vessel is lost, he is obliged to pay only the 
pending freight. Insurance money payable 
to the owner for the loss of the ship is not 
available to the damage claimant. There- 
fore, where the vessel is lost or seriously 
damaged there can be no substantial re- 
covery. 

These rules are applied as well to inland 
river and bay navigation as to the Great 
Lakes, coastwise and foreign trade. There 
is no need for further tillustration of their 
operation. They are simple-and subject to 
almost no exception. Their effect is to leave 
passengers, crew and shippers without 
redress fdr losses by accident unless they 
have the foresight to insure themselves. 

Though the principle of limited liability 
is now universally accepted, there are {mpor- 
tant differences in the nature of the limita- 
tion and its amount. Our laws are substan- 
tially in accord with those of France and 
Germany in permitting the owner to abandon 
the vessel and thereby escape all further 
financial responsibility. Great Britain, 
though limiting the owner's liability, early 
developed the rule that the limit should be 
the value of the vesse] before the accident. 

Engiand’s Larger Liability. 

The importance of this rule may be ap- 
preciated when it is applied to a case like 
the Titanic The value after the accident 
was nil: the value before the accident in 
the neighborhood of $10,000,000. In 1862 
England adopted a rule more definite, more 
easily applied and at the same time, more 
favorable to the owner, viz., that the lia- 
bility should be limited to a fixed sum per 
registered ton of the vessel. 

If a great ship-owning countrye like 
England finds it wise policy to Impose such 
substantial liability for losses at sea, it is 
difficult to understand why the United 
States, furnishing passengers and cargo 
rather than ships, should provide such com- 
paratively inadequate financial responsibil- 
ity to secure redress to shippers and the 
traveling public. 

Bad as is the position of 
sengers and their dependents under our 
liability laws; it is nevertheless better than 
that of the injured seamen and thetr depend- 
ents. 

We have no federal legislation fixing the 
liability of the ship owner for injury to or 
the death of a member of his crew. The 
injured seaman is entitled to “maintenance 
and care, at least during the continuance 
of the voyage.” After the termination of 
the voyage the disabled seaman or his 
dependent family can recover nothing for 
loss of earning power or support except in 
eases of actual negligence on the part of the 
owner, for the owner is not liable for the 
negligence of the master or crew, 

The readjustment of our laws respecting 
liability for cargo losses may 
safely be left to the shippers. This reform 
will be .fought out by the shippers, the 
owners and the marine insurance companies. 
But the readjustment of laws fixine the 
owner's responsibility for injuries to pas- 
sengers and members of the crew calls for 
intelligent public discussion and organized 
public opinion. 

Safety and Liability. + 

Considerable attention has been devoted 
to the problem of increasing safety by gov- 
ernmental- regulations respecting the con- 
struction, equipment and operation of ves- 
sels. Senator La Follette’s bill, directed par- 
ticularly to improving the condition and 
efficiency of seamen, has been passed by 
the senate and is pending in the house. The 
London conference has prepared a code of 
rules which is recommended to maritime 
countries for adoption. The house commit- 
tee on merchant marine has jntroduced a bill 
based on this code. 

No consideration seems to 
given, however, to the possibility of con- 
tributing to this safety movement by in- 
creasing the owner’s financial responsibility 
for accidents when they occur. 

It has become axiomatic in the field of 
industrial safety that inereased liability on 
the part of the employer has a very material 
bearing on his efforts to prevent accidents. 

No one accuses the owners of deliberate 
carelessness in exposing the traveling public 
to unnecessary danger, but there is good 
reason to believe that the owner's active 
and positive attention to the safety of his 
passengers will increase in proportion to in- 
creases of his financial Hability for the 
damages suffered by them in case of acci- 
dent.

It did not arrive the following morning, but 
instead came a telephone message that the 
cash would be tendered to him by a com- 
mittee at 4 o’clock Thursday afternoon. 
Four o'clock came, but the “committee” did 
not show up. Again the leader in the move- 
ment to place Mr. McLendon in the race 
called up by telephone and stated that he 
would call Friday morning at 9 o'clock with 
sixty-five gentlemen and formally pay over 
the money. Nine o’clock became 10 o'clock 
and 10 o'clock passed into 11 o'clock, but 
still the committee did not arrive. 

In the meantime all sorts of stories were 
zoing the rounds in the Kimball House 
lobby and in the corridors of the capitol. 
Mr. McLendon’s entry into the free for all 
racé was given all sorts of absurd political 
significance. It was said that the Smith 
people had put him in the race. This was 
denied and the counter claim was made 
that the Brown people were responsible! 

The story grew and grew until many 
believed it had some deep significance. 

Mr. McLendon, however, put at rest the 
whole matter by writing the following let- 
ter, which ends the incident:

The crop report of a local authority, 
placing the condition at only 78.8 per 
cent against the report of 79 per cent 
toward the end of June was doubtless 
the factor on the opening advance of 
from to 11. points. The active 
months sold 8 to 12 points net higher 
right after the call, on covering and 
bull support. The deterioration shown 
in the condition figures, however, Was 
east of the river, where drouthy condi- 
tions have recently been relieved by 
good rains, and the market met con- 
sidrable cotton on the advance.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


market 


New York, July 17.-—-The cotton 
has been comparatively quiet during 
past week and fluctuations have been more 
or less irregular, as a result of conflicting 
crop and trade reports. Uncertainty as to 
the effect and probable form of future 
legislation which Washington advices claim 
may be enacted during the present sessién 
of congress has probably had a tendency 
to restrict general business, while traders 
also appear to be hesitating between the 
gloomy reports of prevailing conditions in 
mill circles, as compared avith predictions 
of gradually improving trade under 
stimulating influence of large grain crops, 
and between an optimistic view 
outlook east of the river as opposed to ap- 
prehensions of drought damage in the 
southwest. The report of the census bu- 
reau indicating a considerable falling off in 
domestic mill consumption for the month 
of June, as compared with previous months 
this. season, smaller weekly spinners’ tak- 
ings and the continued agitation of short 
time prosopals abroad naturally tended to 
encourage a bearish view of the immediate 
trade situation, but for the ten months of 
this season domestic mill consumption is 
still well ahead of last year, there has 
been a moderate demand from trade 
sources on declines and some of the more 
bullishly disposed traders think that poor 
trade complaints are partly -inspired by 
comparatively small stocks in the hands of, 
spinners and 
buying basis for raw material. This leads 
to predictions of a broadening trade de- 
mand on further declines which, combined 
with the nervousness over droughty condi- 
tions reported in Texas, doubtless con- 
tributed to the steadier tone that developed 
around the 12-cent level. Sentiment as ex- 
pressed in trade circies here after the close 
tonight was still very much mixed, how- 
ever, with the more immediate course of 
the market expected to depend very large- 
ly upon weather developments west of the 
river.
